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How Volume Production 
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H OW often do you hear in the speech of business the 
words “volume production”? What do they mean to 
you? How important are they in your budget of 
costs? “Volume production” every day of your life spells 
for you a saving—a penny here, a penny there, dollars 
so many times. And in Liberty Homes, volume production 
has a special significance, a special importance to you. 
Because in this case the thing that you are about to buy 
is something so important that you cannot be too careful 
in studying every phase of the question of home building. 
Liberty experts have clung always to the Liberty policy 
of highest quality in the home we build for you. At the 
same time, Liberty experts have constantly been devoting 
themselves to the important problem of delivering your 
home to you at the lowest possible price. Volume produc¬ 
tion, through the use of gigantic machines, has thus been 
one of the mighty factors in making Liberty Homes so low 
in price. 

A Home in the Making 

On these two pages we show you with photographs, step 
by step, the production of a Liberty Home from the tree 
to your finished home. All of these photographs were taken 
in the Liberty Mills in Bay City. As many of them are 
interior views, you do not get an idea of the vast acreage 
covered by the big Liberty plant, nor of the block after 
block of cut and seasoned lumber that is stored along the 
river front. 

The first photograph on this page shows you one of the 
Liberty Storage Ponds full of logs. In the lower left hand 
corner of this picture you will see five of these huge logs 
being drawn up into the Liberty sawmill. Next the log is 
rolled onto a long low car. It is tightly gripped by great 
mechanical hands. The entire car moves forward with 
almost unbelievable speed, bringing the log against a 
whirling saw. The operator of this car is one of the highest 
paid men in the Liberty mills. Upon his skill and experience, 
his trained eye and quick hand, depends the economical 
cutting of the log. In almost no time the log has been cut 
into boards—with the absolute minimum of waste. 
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Cuts Costs on\our Home 


Every Stick Seasoned 



Next we see a small section of one of the Liberty Storage 
Yards. The lumber as it comes from the saw is next taken 
on an elevated railway to the storage yards and piled up two 
and three stories high where it is to remain until thoroughly 
seasoned. The seasoning period is usually from eight to 
ten months. 

Planing and Trimming the Lumber 

The lower photograph on page 2 shows the “Big Planer.” 
This is the next step after the lumber has been allowed to 
thoroughly season. The “Big Planer” is an improved electric 
motor-driven machine—operated by two men—and handling 
from ninety thousand to one hundred thousand feet of 
lumber each day, dresses the lumber on all four sides in 
one operation, trimming it and smoothing it to a perfect 
uniform width and thickness. 

Reducing Labor to Minimum 

At the top of this page is shown another labor-saver 
we have installed for you—a Stair Machine. 

This electric motor-driven stair machine enables one man 
to accurately house a set of stair-stringers in less than one- 
tenth the time it would take a master stair-builder to do the 
same work by the old method. 

Next you see the “Lumber Trimmer.” This electric driven 
machine, also operated by only two men, cuts the joists, 
studding, sheathing, etc., to exactly the required length. 
Each one of these machines has a cutting capacity of sufficient 
material to make from ten to fifteen houses in a single day. 
If you should put two first-class carpenters to work on the 
first day of any month and each of them worked ten full 
hours every day during the month, Sundays included, it 

would take them all of that month and about ten days of the second 
month to accomplish what this machine turns out in a single day. 
Now the thoroughly seasoned lumber for your home has been cut 
and planed and trimmed. Next it is assembled and bound in neat 
bundles—each bundle marked—ready for shipment. By this time 
the doors, window sash and frames, hardware and paints, etc., for 
your order have all been packed and prepared for shipment. Every¬ 
thing is then checked, bundle by bundle, by experienced checkers 
and it is then carefully loaded in a weather-tight box car, which 
insures the shipment reaching you in the same perfect condition as 
when it leaves our mills. 

Quick Shipment 

The huge facilities of the Lewis Manufacturing Company make it 
possible to assemble and ship each individual order promptly. 

From twenty to thirty complete houses may be loaded at one 
time. The bottom photograph on this page shows a train of box 
cars being loaded at one of our loading sheds. 

This is why we can absolutely insure prompt 
production and shipment of your Liberty Home. 

And now, instead of shipping this 
material to your local dealer, your 
house, cut to fit and ready to 
erect, is shipped direct to you at < 4 ' 

wholesale factory prices. The 
freight is paid by us. The car 
will be delivered on the siding 
nearest your lot. And by the 
extraordinary plan as explained 
on page 29, you are permitted to 
unload it, thoroughly check and 
inspect it to your entire satis¬ 
faction before paying for it.

which have 2x8 floor joists spaced 24" on centers, 
and the Chester and Sunbeam which have 2x6 
floor joists 24" on centers. 

CEILING JOISTS— 2"x4" spaced 16 inches on 
centers, accurately cut to fit. 
STUDDING —2x4 studding 
spaced 16 inches on centers 
are furnished for all outside 
walls and partitions.
